Nv fever 
infected town in the south is s0 completely 
cut off from the world, One physician has 
died with fever. Four are now sick, leaving 
only three to attend to the sick of the town.

THE DEATHS IN JACKSONVILLE, 


The Developments of the Day in the Fated 
City. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 5.—[Special.] 
The first thing that struck the writer on com- 
ing out this bright morning was the different 
and more wholesome aspect given the city 
by the frequent gangs of busy workmen em- 
ployed on the streets. They clean from filth, 
clear from weeds, scatter lime, fill up pools, 
and turn many unsightly fever breeding spots 
into absolutely clean localities. The influence, 
too, of these employed men is good upon the 
sick and the well,and upon the remaining 
idlers. &very day the gangs are augmented, 
and people feel better for seeing or knowing 
there are so many paupers less in the doomed 
city. “he one bit of encouragement that the 
eastern portion of the city has had daring this 
terrible epidemic has come irom that brave 
citizen and indomitable business man, 
a. Ve. So Though that portion 
of @the. city is largely composed of 
mill hands, and has suffered so severely that 
not a family remains unvisited by the plague, 
Mr. Carson his kept this mill going, thereby 
making many a family self-supported in these 
trying times. The sawmill stopped two weeks, 
one for the lack of logs, and the planing mill 
has neyer lost a day. Every other mill is 
silent, and many a blessing has followed T. 8. 
Carson, the youngest and least wealthy of the 
Jacksonville mill owners. S 

The work of shelling the new road to the 
cemetery is to begin today, and aman is ap- 
pointed to ascertain the residences of all men 
empioyed for sanitary purposes. No general 
attempt at disinfecting will be carried on until 
the end of the epidemic, when the most her- 
culean efforts will be made to disinfect the 
whole city and make a return of the disease 
in the spring a matter of impossibility. All 
the energies of the board of health are being 
directed to this point. Dr. Porter has written 
Dr. Hamilton, to know what article of furni- 
ture, etc., destroyed by disinfection, the goy- 
ernment would pay for? 

The sanitary police on guard around the 
city number one hundred men, and authority 
is given to employ twenty-five more. All 
these are to be men of families in preference 
to single men. 

The steam schooner Louis Buckie is being 
towed down to Mayport. She goes to New 
York with lumber. Itis so dull that every 
little sign of business is noticed and talked of.

ATTACKING THE STOCKADE 


For the Parpose of Releasing the Negro Con- 
victs. 

RALEIGH, N. C., October 5.—[Special.]— 
At Walnut Cave, in Stokes county, there is a 
considerable force of convicts employed in the 
construction of the Cape Fear and 
Gadin Valley railway. They ° are 
confined @t nightin a stockade which is a 
enclosure ‘of logs, containing log houses. The 
are guarded by the state, which feeds and 
clothes them, and takes medical and other 
care of them, receiving from the railway a fix- 
ed yearly sum for the labor of each. ‘The line 
of the Roanoke and Southern railway, now in 
course of construction, passe: ‘near Walnut 
Cave, alte ten labor is employed on it, and 
the forceys a heavy one. News was received 
here today of a very serious difficulty 
at Walnut Cave, due to an at- 
tempt of the negro laborers on the Roanoke 
and Southern road to liberate*the negro con- 
victs on “the Cape Fearand Yadkin Valley 
road. An attack, itis said, was made Tues- 
day night on the stockade. The guards re- 
pelled the attack successfully, and not a single 
convict escaped. One of the guards was badly 
beaten by the attacking negroes. This is the 
first occurrence of the kind in the state, and 
will be fully investigated. Warden Hicks, of 
the penitentiary, was asked this evening 
whether the report was true. He said he 
could not believe it, as he had no report of it, 
but would immediately inquire into the 
matter.

The Bank Forgers on Trial 


Again. 

RALEIGH, N. C., October 5.--[Special. ]}—The 
second trial of Cross and White, bank boodlers, 
ended here today. Able and long arguments were 
made by L, L. Smith, John W. Hinsdale and Geo. 
H. Snow for the prisoners, and by J. N. Holdingand 
Solicitor T. M. Argo for the state. The defense had 
presented no evidence, but only attacked the evi- 
dence of the state. This evening Judge Avery 
charged the jury. The crime with which the pris- 
oners were charged was the forgery of the names of 
Cc. O. Riddick, James’ Parker and H. A. Morgan, 
which was found in the discounted papers of the 
bank by Bank Examiner Tate after the flight of 
Cross and White, - The attempt of the counsel for 
the defense during the whole trial was to show that 
this forgery was only done in order to deceive the 
United States bank examiner. Snow made a bitter 
attack on United States District Attorney Busbee. 
The judge's charge was plain and fair, though, of 
course, against the prisoners. He told the jury that 
it was no matter why the note was forged, whether 
to deceive the bank examiner or not. The jury took 
the case shorily after 8 o’clock this evening, 


RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 


A Negro Lynched for an Assault on a White 
Girl 


GALVESTON, Texas, October 5.—Aaron 
Beene, a negro, was killed by a mob of infu- 
riated citizens near Jasper, Texas, Wednes- 
day. The young daughter of John Lee, a 
prominent farmer of Magnolia Springs, while 
out horseback riding, was accosted by the ne- 
gro, who was alsoon a horse, She whipped 
her horse into a run and endeavored to escape. 
He pursued and overtook her and dragged her 
from her saddle. A party of white men came 
along at this a. and after wounding the 
negro succeeding in arresting him, and turning 
him ovér to sheriff. On the road to jail a mob 
was formed and the fellow was taken from the 
officers and riddled with bullets. 


Tucker Has Skipped. 


RALEIGH, N. C., October 5.—[Special.]— 
A tragedy occurred at Warren Pliins yesterday, in 
whictrWeldon Davis, colored, lost his life. Robert 
Tucker, a white man about twenty years old, was 
riding by in his buggy. Weldon said, “ Woa sir.’ 
Tucker stopped and told him if he said it again he 
would kill him. Weldon replied, “You will have 
to kill me then,’’ whereupon Tucker jumped out 
and stabbed him in the right breasty making a 
wound four inches long and several inches deep. 
The lungs and other organs were cut open and lay 
exposed to view, Death was almost instantaneous, 
The murdered man only bad time to exclaim “Lord 
have mercy.’’ The negro was said to be peaceful 
and wel! disposed, and Tucker is a sober young 
man.

INSPECTION OF THE BUILDINGS. 


The Trustees Visit the Technological Inati- 
tute—Machinery Started by Miss Inman, 
The Georgia institute of technology was 

officially inspected yesterday morning by the 

trusteés of the state university, and the ma- 
chinery of the shop was started by Miss Nellie 

Inman. 

By half past eleven the carriages with the 
trustees had arrived at the institute, and half 
an hour wasspent in looking over the aca- 
demic building.

A few minutes before twelve o’clock the 
trustees, headed by ex-Governor McDaniel 
and Hon. N. J. Hammond, went in a body to 
the machine shop, followed by a large number 
of ladies and gentlemen. Everything was in 
readiness to start the machinery. 

At the end of the machine shop, in a scrupu- 
lously neat engine room, the forty-horse en- 
gine stood motionless, with polished slides and 
steam chest. It was a beautiful piece of ma- 
chinery, made on the Buckeye pattern, by last 
year’s class at the Worcester technological in- 
stitute. 

On each of the two eccentrics was fixed a 
small United States flag, and the hand wheel 
of the throttle was ornamented with three 
blue, red and gold rosettes. 

FORMALLY OPENED. 

When the hoarse whistle blew the signal 
for twelve Miss Nellie Inman was escorted to 
the engine room by Governor McDaniel. The 
gloved hands took firm hold of the throttle 
wheel and turned it steadily back about six 
The steam hissed and spurted, the eccentrics 
jumped back and forth, waving the flags as 
they moved the steam valves, and the big fly 
wheel drove the machinery. There was a 
thumping of applause on the floor of the ma- 
chine shop and the crowd turned to 
hear Professor Higgins, who addressed 
the trustees for ‘about twenty minutes, ex- 
plaining the work of the technological school 
and taking up the shop aud foundry in detail 
from the cupola, where the pig iron is taken 
to the machine shop where the perfect ma- 
chine is turned out. 

The trustees were then conducted through 
the shops and spent about half an hour in ex- 
amining the machinery. : 

The visitors were enthusiastic and the insti- 
tute begins its work with a host of enthusias- 


tic friends. 


A FINE EQUIPMENT. 

‘(We have a very fine equipment,”’ said Mr. 
Duncan, the foreman. “I think it is fully as 
good as that of the Worcester shop, and with 
thie improvements it is better. We have the 
advantage of a better arrangement of the 
building than they Mave at Worcester. We 
have fifteen laths varying from ten to twenty 
inches in swing, and in length from fdur to 
eighteen feet. In other words, ag will turn 
shafts from four to eighteen feet long. We 
have two upright drills, one milling machine, 
one core cutter, one shaper, and _ three 
speed lathes, with small tools, such as reamers 
drills, taps, chucks, monkey wrenches, jacks 
and things to go with them.” 

The tools were handsomely arranged on the 
walls of the tool room on the side of the shop, 
and at the forges between the machine shop 
and foundry two men were making and tem- 
pering steel bits for the milling machine. 

In the foundry anumber of molds were 
waiting to be filled with melted iron. 

The Collian cupola with twelve tiers 
is the most approved pattern § and 
the blast comes from a No. 4 Sturtevant fan. 

Behind the cupola is an oven,very much like 
a baker’s oven, for baking the cores of molds. 

,The cores are made of flour, sand, molasses 
and water. 

There is a brass foundry with crucibles. The 
grade of brass known as standard gun metal is 
made of 6ight parts copper and two parts tin. 

Among themolds was one for a patent model 
for Mr. Albert Wood. This is the first order 
filled by the shop. 

The shop is busy molding gauges, clam 
and light fittings for the machinery, but Mr. 
Duncan says there are patterns from the Wor- 
cester shop for an eighteen inch lathe which 
the shop will make for sale, in any desired 
length. A ten foot lathe will sell for about 


$450. 
THE WOODWORKING DEPARTMENT. 

The woodworking department up stairs, at- 
tracted a good deal of attention. 

“What do I think of it?” safd Mr. 
M. F. Amorous in reply to a ues- 
tion, “Tt is one of the nest 
woodworking shops that I ever saw, they have 
the very best machinery of the latest pattern.” 

“What can they ao here?” : 

‘There is hardly anything in woodwork that 
they can’t do here. They have the tools for 
fine cabinet work and the machinery for 
everything. I suggested to them to make ce- 
dar storage chests for one tye There are 
thirty-two work benches, with clamps for each 
one and tools neatly fitted underneath. There 
are six turning latns, six jig saws, four split- 
ting saws, one band saw, one sharper for 
mouldings, one tenon machine, one 
borer, one morticing machine, one 
buzz planer for dressing out winds, one pony 

laner for surfacing, one automatic turning 
athe, which is one of the finest machines I 
ever saw and about the only one in the south, 
one Daniels planer. These will keep thirty- 
six boys at work and there are work benches 
for thirty-two more. They can work sixty- 
eight boys in this wood-working deparment. ‘

sadly: ‘I wish I could take a course in this

The 
children, to take the places of those who pass away 
from the great industries of the land, ought to have 
every facility of training and education afforded 
them that the state can give.

Governor Gordon was greeted with great 
applause. He spoke earnestly and eloquently 
of the power for good afforded by the estab- 
lishment of the technological school.

J. Edwards, the 
nominees of the democratic party in this 
county by ecw 8 election, haye been defeated 
by Dr. N. L. Gallaway and Hugh A. Carith- 
ers. Their majority is 165—83 votes would 
have changed the result—and although the 
party in Walton suffers defeat, independent- 
ism is now dead, and the party today under a 
defeat stands in better condition than 
it has since 1880 when Mr.

Last year the county 
went anti-prohibition by. over 700 majority, and 
Mr. Felker, having takenan active part for 
prohibition in that campaign, had about 
two dozen barrooms and all the distilleries 
fighting him, and in a cartoon was represented 
as a prohibitionist astraddle of a house labeled 
‘Prohibition Headquarters.’’ Both the nomi- 
nees are young lawyers and living in the same 
town, Mr. Felker being county solicitor and 
Mr. Edwards the mayor. So, under the cir- 
cumstances, their defeat is only a victory for 
their party.

The law, 
as it stands, makes it a penal offense 
to send, or aid or abet in sending 
obscene, lewd, scurrilous, or lilelous postal 
cards or letters on the envelope of which such 
epithets are printed or written, and the last 
amendment was intended to prevent the op- 
eration of what-is commonly Ruown as “‘bad 
debts’? agencies. .

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Too Many Elections. 

If our next legislature would deal with 
the matter of changing ovr election laws so 
as to have all, or as many as practicable, of 
our elections to take place at the same time, 
it would do the state a service which would 
be far reaching in its effect. 

We have too many elections,. Take Fu'- 
ton county, for instance. In the laiter part 
of August a primary election for senator 
Was held, then came the legislative primary, 

- then the general state election, then comes 
the presidential election, then the city elec- 
tiqn and Jast the county election, all taking 
place within but little over four months. 
This could be greatly simplified by the leg- 
islature, as has been done in nearly all of 
the other states of the union, most of which 
have fixed the date of the presidential elec- 
tion for the holding of the state antcounty 
elections. Georgia should do likewise. Our 
state elections should be moved up from the 
first Wednesday in October to the first 
Wednesday in November, the day of the 
presidential election; and our county elec- 
tions should be moved back from the first 
Wednesday in January to the first Wednes- 
day in November, so that all three of these 
elections would take place on the same day 
instead of forcing the people to go through 
the trouble, the anxiety and the turmoil 
which so many elections coming in such 
guick succession naturally creates. 

This is a matter which the members-eclect 

to the legislature should think about, and a 
bill should be.passed on this line at the 
next session. We don’t believe that such a 
bill would meet with serious objection.

Light Weight Cotton Bales, 

In discussing the various substitutes of- 
fered for jute bagging, the question of the 
present size and weight of cotton bales has 
received considerable attention. .

The secretary of, the New Orleans cotton 
exchange finds that last season a firm at 
Abbeville, Louisiana, shipped to Fall River 
over 3,000 bales of an average weight of 150 
pounds. These bales were put up in the 
shape of cubes in very compact form, and 
were covered with Dundee bagging, fastened 
with twine, without rim bands or hoeps.

Beri, October 5.—Count Dovelass, a 
prominent conservative member of tiic laniag, 
ina speech to his constituents, alluded to 
Emperor William’s personal qualities, and his 
political and religious belief. He declared that 
when Emperor William attended the Russian 
maneuvers, in 183%, he successfully 
used his influencé against the policy 
then being followed by Russia. The 
greainess oi Germany and the preservation of 
the monarchia! principle are the sole objects 
of Emperor William’s inclination and pur- 
pose. In view of the confidence felt in the 
emperor, the people no longer asked what 
become of Germany when she was deprived of 
jismarck. The endeavors to attribute-to per- 
sonal partisanship in favor of certain 
party views, were ‘mere distortions of facts. 
Count Dougiass said that the Emperor Wil- 
liam did not fayor the extreme political and 
religious views of Pastor Stocker, the well 
known alti-semetic. He was not identitied 
with .the high church. His relations 
with Fastor Stocker were transitory 
and purely human. The emperor certainly 
deprecated the anti-Jewish agitation. Count 
Dougass also said that the emperor Frederick 
had authomzed the wife of the emperor 
William to assuimethe lead of the Berlin 
town mission association. The speech has 
created asepsation on account of Doug- 
lass’’ close relation to the imperial ceurt,

THE ASSASSIN FOUND. 


THE TRAGEDY AT SAND HILLS NEAR 
AUGUST Ase 


A Demon Eres a Murderer to Kill His Step- 
danchier to Hide Other Crimes—Both 
Scoundrels in Fail. 

AvGusTa, Ga., October 5—[Special.]—The 
coroners’ inquest today over the re- 
mains of the negro woman who was 
on the Sandhills Monday night, 
has developed a sensation today. The murder 
was the resultof a second attempt on her life. 
The first was by her stepfather, Edmund Har- 
ris, and the second and successful one was by 4 
hired assassin in the pay of the stepfather. 
The evidence in the case brands Harris as a 
Villian of the deepest dye. His desire to make 
way with his’ stepchild was to endeavor to 
cover up his criminal intimacy with her, she 
having borne him three iiligitimate children. 

The police were informed of the attempted 
killing of Martha Ann Harris, the name of the 
murdered girl,im which a female bystander 
was slightly wounded by the load intended for 
Martha Ann, but were unable. to positively 
locate the would-be assassin; but had their 
suspicions, however, that Edmund Harris fired 
the shot. On Monday night, when the girl 
was fatally shot, suspicion was again directed 
to Harris, The intimacy between him and 
her was known, and it was further known 
that he had quarreled with her. 

It is now developed that Harris engaged a 
half witted negro named Nathan Walton to 
murder his mistress, the bargain being that 
the murderer was to pay $5 forthe job. The 
crazy man kept his partof the contract, and his 
employer not handing over the blood money, 
he confessed the crime and told the whole 
story. The arrest of both parties was made 
while driving ina buggy inthe funeral pro- 
ecssion of the murdered girl, and while sitting 
beside the victim’s mother, his wife. He ha 
bought a fine coffin, loudly lamented the 
untimely death of the amiable girl, and roundly 
and vociferously denounced thescoundrel who 
took her from life. offering from his purse $50 
reward for the cowardly assassin. 

Readers of Tui Costirution will remember 
that the dead woman was shot through 
a window of her home, while she sat at her 
evening meal, A noise at the shutter at- 
tracted her attention, and as she. turned her 
head to ascertain the cause, a load of shot was 
fired into her neck. She fell to the floor with 
a shriek, mortally hurt, an old woman 
who lived with her giving the 
alarm. The woman lived a day 
and night and accused her stepfather of the 
deed, an accusation which he stoutly denied. 
Theve are those who say that Walton is per- 
fectly sane and that the murder was a business 
transaction. Harris has quite a local reputa- 
tion. He is a typical southern negro, sixty 
years of age ; owns considerable property in and 
around Augusts, making a comfortable living 
by alternately farming and preaching. He 
reprosented Richmond county in the Georgia 
legislature in the carpetbag legislature of 1807. 
Serious charges have been laid at his door by 
the people of his church, and he has been in 
the courts once or more, though he has borne a 
fairly good reputation. 

The hired ugly fellow has been a farm hand 
in Harris's employ. He is in jail at the arsenal 
and makes a clean breast of the affair. Harris 
occupies a cell in the city jail, and talks freely 
of the affair, denying Walton’s story and 
seemingly confideut that the charges against 
him cannot be proven. He and Walton will 
have ® preliminary hearing in the morning. 
The cell oecupied by Harris is the same that 
was occupied by Preston Valentine, the last 
negro who was hanged in this county.

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TO THE MEMORY OF PICKETT. 


The Unvelling of the Statue in Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Ricumonp, Va., October 5.—The unveiling 
of the monument today to the memory of 
General George E. Pickett took place with 
great pomp. Confederates were present from 
Alexandria, Fredericksburg, Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth and Petersburg. While the Philadel- 
phia brigade of union veterans was the guests 
of-Lee camp, of Richmond, a slight misunder- 
standing occurred between the two latter 
organizations prior to the march to Hollywood, 
where the monument is located, in regard to 
the tlags to be carried in the line, 

Lee camp heard, unothcially, that the Phil- 
adelphia brigade did not desire the privilege 
to parade with them if they carried their con- 
federate colors. A committee of Lee camp, 
consisting of Major T. A. Bradford, and Gom- 
rades J. Taylor Ellison, mayor of Richmond, 
and Smith Redford, were appointed to wait 
on the brigade and learn the trath of the ro- 
port. It was then ascertained that some 
of the brigade did object, but by means of the 
majority the reason given was that the na- 
tional flag, borne by the brigade had been 
loaned them with the understanding that it 
was not to be biended with the confederate or 
borne ina proceession over which that-flag 
floated. It was agreed that the brigade Icave 
their flag, and use the United States flag 
loaned thom by R, E, Leecamp. The latter 
declined to take part in the parade without 
their banner, as the company always carries 
in its parades the red, white and blue banner 
of the union, as well as the southern cross. 
The matter being amicably and satisfactorily 
adjusted the procession started for Holly- 
wood.

THE DAMAGE DONE BY RAIN AND 
WINDSTORMSINSEPTEMBER. 


Not so Great as at First Heported—The Far- 
mers Will Have to Pay $2,295,000 More 
For Jate Bagging Than Last Year. 

The heavy storms of rain and wind which 
occurred during the first twelve days of Sep- 
tember, covering the entire state, proved very 
dawaging to most crops not hary ested, but es- 
pecially to cotton and rice. 

The storms were most violent and the rain- 
fa)! greatest in the eastern and northeastern 
section of the state, eausing great floods in 
the Savannah and Ogeechee rivers, almost 
without precedent in the history of the state. 
By reference to the Consolidated Tabular Re- 
port, which follows, the reduction of the con- 

tion and prospect of the several crops.as com- 
fer .4 with September J, will be seen in detail 

y sections: 

COTTON. 

The general reduction of the condition of 
the cotton crop—an average of the state—was 
10 points, or from 85 on September 1, to 75 
October 1. This is due almost entirely to the 
heavy storms already alluded to. In north 
Georgia the damage was il points; in middle 
Georgia, 14; tu southwest Georgia, 3; in east 
Georgia. 7; in southeast Georgia, 13; showing 
that the greatest injury occurred in the val- 
leys of the Savannah and Ogeechee rivers. 
The g renera) average condition forthe state is 
3 points below that of October 1, 1887. It is 

uite euident that the sober, second thought of 
the farmers has reduced the first estimates of 
damage. 

CORN. 

The effects of the storms and floods are also 
seen in the reduction of the condition and 
prospective yield of corn from 97 on September 
ist, to 88 on Octoberist. Thecondition is now 
the same as that of October Ist, 1887. 

OTHER CBOPS. 

The sugar cane crop is reported but little 
under an average, while in fact itis the best 
crop we have had for several, probably years, 

Rice is not damaged as much as was first es- 
timated, shewing by reduction in southeast 
Georgia (where the bulk of the crop is pro- 
duced) of but four p mainte since September Ist. 

Sweet potatoes haye improved three points 
and give promise of a full crop. 

COTTON BAGGING. 

The questions in regard to the prices of cot- 
won bagging, on the first day of October, 1887, 
and the same date this year, the ayerage quan- 
tiry used per bale, and the price of cotton, were 
intended to elicit facts which have a special 
interest at this time. At6.4 yards per bale it 
requires 45,000,000 yards of bagging for the 
crop of 1887-88. At 8.9 cents per yard, the 
prevailing price of last season, the cost of the 
bagving for that crop was $4, 005 ,000, Assum- 
ing that the crop of tlie present year will equal 
that of last year, the cost of covering it with 
inte bagging at 14 cents per yard will be $6,- 
300,000, or an increase ofS $2,205,000,

RESUMPTION OF PASSENGER AND 
FREIGHT BUSINESS. 

The Resignation of Mr. Sol Haas—Uniform 

Freight Rates —The Louisville and Nash- 
ville’s Earnings—Brief Mention.

revenue with the southern railroads at this 
geasicn of the year. 

Up to date this movement has not been 4s 
large as in the corresponding period 
1587, but it is increasing every day and the to- 
tal tonnage will probably equal that of former 
years before the close of the season. 

In the passenger business local travel is re- 
ported first class, but the Texas quarantne 
still interferes with a class of travel that is 
counted on and worked for by the agents of 
the roads interested. Several parties of from 
five to twenty-five people are booked for trans- 
portation to Texas points, but will have to 
await the raising of the quarantine. This re- 
striction cuts off the Southern Pacific aud 
Texas and Pacific for business to Texas and 
California points, and these roads, with the 
others interested, are all crying enough—“‘down 
with the quarantine.”’ 

A Prominent Rallroader. 

“What do you think of the reportthat Mr. 
Haas has withdrawn his resignation as traffic 
manager of the associated roads of Virginia 
and the Carolinas?’ asked a CoNsTITUTION 
reporter of a well informed railroad man 
yesterday. i 
" “T think it is unquestionably true. You will 
remember sometime ago when the report was 
current that he would go with the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, on the 1st of November. I told you I 
did not believe it would happen—not but that 


| I fally believed, at the time, the wo i ot his 
resignation. 


The report was undoubtedly cor- 
rect. He did resign in July last,but I, forone, 
never did believe that his resignation would be 
accepted. The general belief, I think, that 
the Chesapeake and Ohio had offered him 
a larger salary and for this that reason he was 
going to make the change. This very fact alone 
gave me the impression that it would never 
take place. The idea that the Chesapeake and 
Ohio road could or would pay Mr. lfaas more 
money than the associated roads, comprised of 
three of the wealthiest corporations in the 
country, was ridiculous on its face. I have no 
doubt but that his resignation was 
causel’ by some little misunderstand- 
ing, and that at the time bis _ resig- 
nation was handed in, it was with the 
full intention of going to the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. But I am willing to bet a good hat that 
the management of the associated roads never 
had the slightest idea of letting him go, if his 
services could be retained. 
“It isan open secret that the formation of this 
association has been of incalculable benefit to 
its members, financially especially, and that its 
creation was largely due to the efforts of Mr. 
Haas. From its very incipiency Mr. Haas has 
been at its head, and when you realize the 
splendid success this experiment (for it was an 
experiment at the time it was formed] 
bas become under his able. manage- 
iment, you will readily incline to my 
opinion that he won’t go if money will hold 
him. I don’t believe there is anather man in 
the country who could have brought about the 
success of the association as Sol Haas has done. 
‘There is another feature in this matter 
which will have some bearing on the subject, 
that is the election of Mr. Talcott as first vice- 
president of the Richmond and Danvilie. No 
one recognizes the ability of Mr. Haas better 


®han Mr. Talcott, and it would not surprise 


me if one of he conditions of his acceptance of 
the position was, that Mr. Haas should be re- 
tained and that if there was any little skeleton 
in the closet the ¢olonel had it brought out 
and its grave dug as soon as he took the reins 
of the first vic@presidency. Colonel Tal- 
cott was one of the promoters of the asso- 
ciated roads of Virginia and the Carolinas; it 
was alwaysa petof his, and he realizes fully 
that its pastand future success has been and 
will be largely dependent on Mr. Haas.”’ 

‘Do you think that the proposed acquisition 
of the East Tennessee system by the Kich- 
mond and Danville had anything to do with 


| the withdrawal of Mr. Haas’s resignation ?”’ 


“Well, Ishallhave toanswer both ‘yes’ 
and ‘no.’ Ihave no doubt but that this lease 
settled the matter, as it pnt the association in 
a position to offer Mr. Haas a bigger thing 


-| than he had before—but I think he would 
| have been persuaded to stay without the ad- 


dition of the East Tennessee to his jurisdic- 
tion, with a probable increase in salary.’’ 

‘‘You seem to have ayery high opinion of 
Mr. Haas?”’ 

“Well, rather. Tomy way of thinking, as 
faras ability in the railroad business is con- 
cerned, Sol Haas has few equals and no super- 
iors on this side of the globe; and in the capac- 
ity of a clever, big-hearted genticman I will 
back bim for all I am worth.”’ 

Uniform Freight Rates. . 

Referring to a paragragh printed in the railroad 
column ot THE ConsTITUTION, yesterday, Colonel D. 
W. Appler, general agent of the Central, says: 

“] hope the railroads willjatopt that uniform clags- 
ification idea. I know {it would prove of great con- 
Yeu.ence to both shippers and agen’, for as it is 
now, in order to give a shipper tbe rate on long dis- 
ais, it is nec- 
essary to go through @ mass of circulars, rate sheets 
and supplements. This uniform Classification, if 
put into effect, will avoid all chance of error and do 
away with ihe complhcations that sometimes wor- 
ries the best of railroad men. 

Forced to Resign.
